A careful examination of the statistical report will give 
anyone nearly all the information needed in regard to the 
schools. 

It only remains for the board to say that, after a careful 
examination of each school, the schools in general through- 
out the town are in good condition, the teachers have taken a 
commendable interest in their work and the pupils have made a 
fair degree of advancement in their studies. 

We wish again to call the attention of the citizens of the 
district to the condition of the schoolhouse at the Ridge. It 
is badly out of repair and scarcely suitable for school purposes. 
We recommend that some action be taken in regard to this 
matter at the next school meeting. 

The year has seen but few instances of truancy, there would 
have been none if the parents had not kept their children away 
from school. A condition that ought not to exist. 

We wish to urge upon the citizens the need of a generous 
and hearty codperation with the teachers and school board in 
matters pertaining to the wellfare of the schools. The schools 
and.teachers need more sympathy and less criticism. In this 
age of educational advancement, every person should take an 
active interest in the schools and should do everything in his 
power to aid in their advancement. 

In nearly every instance, the schools have been in session 
for thirty weeks; ten weeks more than the minimum required by 
law.

THE ALBION KNOWLTON FREE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


This library became the property of the town on the first day 
of January, 1904, subject to the following conditions: First, 
that for ten years no book that Mr. Knowlton has placed in 
the library shall be withdrawn from circulation; second, that 
for twenty years this library ‘‘shall be kept in some suitable 
and convenient location on the Northwood Turnpike between 
the Freewill Baptist church and the new shoe factory.” It is 
also Mr. Knowlton’s desire that this library shall remain free 
to the inhabitants of the nearer parts of Strafford, Barrington 
and Nottingham. 

The running expenses of this library, together with those of 
the Northwood Public Library, will now equal if not exceed, 
the whole of the appropriation required by law. For the pur- 
chase of new books we must appeal to the town for an extra 
appropriation, of size according to the number of books desired. 

All the books of the Northwood Public Library are listed in

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been issued. All those in the Albion Knowlton Free Public 
Library are listed in the catalogue of 1901 and seven printed 
supplementary lists, except some of the government reports, of 
which lists are posted, and except the following latest 
additions :
